Little League Tryouts 
Set Monday At School 


There is a column by Richard L. 
Lasher, president of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States, that 
is making the rounds of some of the 
weeklies we receive that is worth 
passing along. 
In a column entitled “The Wisdom 
of Big Brother,” Lesher has this to 
say: 
“For all of you who have won­ 
dered whatever happened to Dick 
and Jane since last encountered in 
your first grade reader: They are 
live and well and editing pamphlets 
for the Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration. 
“In evidence, I quote from the 
first two paragraphs of an OSHA 
booklet entitled ‘Safety With Beef 
Cattle.”’ 
“Hazards are one of the main 
causes of accidents. A hazard is 
anything that is dangerous.” 
“Don’t get too tired when working 
with cattle.” 
“Watch your step. Many people 
trip over animals and fall.’ 
“Be careful that you do not fall 
into the manure pits.” 
“This sage advice—written at the 
reading level of your average cow— 
is part of a series of pamphlets that 
will cost the taxpayers about 
$500,000 so OSHA is having the last 
laugh after all. 
“While OSHA demonstrates a firm 
grasp of the obvious, the Internal 
Revenue Service is having the op­ 
posite kind of trouble. In a random 
test, IRS taxpayer assistance 
personnel answered typical tax­ 
payer questions incorrectly one out 
of four times, according to Rep. 
Charles A. Vanik, (D-Ohio). 
“MeanwhUe, the Environmental 
Protection Agency has discovered— 
at a cost of only $4.2 mUlion—that 
poorly tuned engines generate more 
pollution than properly tuned 
engines, something any good 
mechanic could have told them for 
free. 
“Not to be outdone, that other 
diligent guardian of our safety (if 
not our sanity) the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission, is still 
laboring away trying to write a 
standard that will prevent matches 
from burning your fingers (or much 
of anything else). 
“That’s enough for now, folks. 
Keep smiling through your tears. 
And until we meet again, try hard 
not to fall into those manure pits.” 
And along this same train of 
thought, 
Congressman 
Omar 
Burleson in his newsletter this week 
asks, “How can the ban on Saccha­ 
rin by the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration be justified when the 
Government subsidizes the growing 
of tobacco?” 
Don’t know why he is asking us 
since he is a lot closer to those folks 
than we are.

You open up your news­ 
paper or turn on the evening 
news any day in the week and 
find the world’s endless, 
dreary troubles laid out 
before you. Every day it 
seems like a new country is 
heard from with more trouble 
than the one in the news the 
day before — countries a lot 
of us never heard of a year or 
two ago, like Zambia, Zaire, 
Uganda. 
And that’s just on one con­ 
tinent. Tomorrow somebody 
is going to find another 
country we never heard of 
before on some other con­ 
tinent, and it too will be 
reported in big trouble. The 
papers and the networks will 
carry the story, public of­ 
ficials will agonize over it, 
and we can add one more pro­ 
blem to our list. 
I have thought long and 
hard over this and I’ve 
figured out the solution to 
people’s mounting worries. 
What the world needs is a new 
set of leaders, all of whom 
failed geography in school. 
You can’t worry about or 
come to the aid of a country 
you don’t know exists.

Wheat made rapid growth 
during the past month and at 
the same time greenbug pop­ 
ulations increased rapidly. 
Damaging populations of SSO 
to 1000 greenbugs per foot of 
drill row developed in spots 
within same fields.

Wheat damage that devel­ 
oped in spots has been 
primarily in parts of the field 
where the greenbug was able 
to get an early start. The soils 
in most of these areas were 
loose around the base of the 
plants, or on heavier soils the 
soil had cracked due to 
moisture conditions. This al­ 
lowed greenbug populations 
to get an early start below the 
soil line where temperatures 
were more favorable. It is 
very difficult to control 
greenbug populations when 
the colonies are on the base of 
the plants below the soil 
surface.

numbers are now reaching 
levels capable of bringing 
greenbugs under control The 
most prominent of these in 
the field are the parasitic 
wasps and lady beetles. 
Parasitic wasps have re­ 
duced some heavy greenbug 
population in fields in Roby, 
Anson and Albany areas to 
levels that no longer re­ 
quire insecticidal control 
measures. Increased wasp 
activity has been observed 
throughout the ares. Heavy 
lady beetle populations have 
developed in many fields with 
numbers of 2 to 5 per foot of 
drill row. These greenbug 
predators are aiding greatly 
in control. Other predators 
that help in controlling 
greenbugs 
are 
nabids, 
spiders, big-eyed bugs and 
lacewings. 
The greenbugs that have 
been or that are being par­ 
asitized by parasitic wasps 
are called mummies. These 
mummies are typically light 
brown, swollen, immobile 
and stick to the wheat foliage. 
The parasitic wasp deposits 
eggs inside greenbugs. After 
the wasp larva begins to 
develop, the greenbug be­ 
comes less active, 
turns 
yellow then brown. After the 
larvae completes its devel­ 
opment it pupates within the 
greenbug and later emerges 
as an adult generally from a 
hole that is cut through the 
rear end of the mummie. 
Once IO to 15 percent of the 
greenbugs have been par­ 
asitized, the wasp will bring 
the greenbug population 
under control within one to 
two weeks. 
Beneficial are bringing 
greenbug populations under 
control in many 
fields, 
reports Clayton therefore, 
producers should inspect 
their fields to determine if 
greenbugs are causing ex­ 
cessive damage.
